A despatch from Chicago aays: 
Rev. Frank De Witt Talmage preach¬ 
ed from the following text: II 
Kings, v, 1, "But he was a leper." 

The Syrian nation was a military 
nation, with all that the word im¬ 
plies, and Captain Naaman was the 
commander-in-chief of all its armies, 
the headquarters of which were to 
bo found in the Damascus capital. 
But Naaman wielded a higher influ¬ 
ence than that which belongs even 
to the greatest soldier of a military 
kingdom. The phrase used by tho 
inspired historian, "a great man 
with his master, and honorable," 
implies that ho held a position more 
powerful in tho kingdom thur tho 
head of the privy council, tho prime 
minister or the secretary of state 
or secretary of the treasury, and he 
may have held through the prestige 
of his military successes, some or 
all of these offices in his own person, 
us great pashas often do in Oriental 
lands. Ho occupied practically the 
same position in the Damascus cup- 
itul that the Duke of Wellington oc¬ 
cupied after tho battle of Waterloo. 
Tho Duke of Wellington, by the 
overthrow of tho Napoleonic dynas¬ 
ty, not only became the prime min¬ 
ister of England, but for uwhile tho 
most influential stutesmun in all 
Europe.

The 
wrongs we do against our own 
selves are truly apt to become tho 
sins which others shall do unto 
themselves also, and as this Infec¬ 
tion implies that to scatter the 
germs of sin we must como in con¬ 
tact with others, is it not a start¬ 
ling reflection that the people whom 
we ore most liable to destroy by our 
sins are those who may be nearest 
and dearest to us?

Leprosy may origin¬ 
ally start among the low social out¬ 
casts, but tho leprous germs can 
live and thrive under the dazzling 
lights of a brilliant ballroom as 
well as in the stifling air of the 
dark hovel of

IJy handling the coin which is pub¬ 
licly used in India a traveler may 
become infected with leprosy, some 
leper having handled the sumo coin. 
By simply touching a rock at the 
foot of which a leprous beggar had 
crouched, a prince, arrayed in all the 
brilliant robes of royalty, may be¬ 
come a leper. 

Reckless and Indifferent was the at¬ 
titude of tho people of London dur¬ 
ing the great plague about two cen¬ 
turies ago. Ainsworth, the histor¬ 
ian, tells us that during those har¬ 
rowing and gruesome months the 
London stoics were nearly all closed. 
The doors of tho private homes were 
nearly all barred and bolted save 
when they were opened at the ap¬ 
proach of a bell ringer who was 
seated upon a pile of stenchful 
corpses because ho was out driving 
the dead cart and collecting the dif¬ 
ferent bodies of the dead. Yet at 
that time in London there were men 
and women who whistled and laugh¬ 
ed and danced and sang and blas¬ 
phemed under the very shadow of 
these honors. The noted wine cel¬ 
lars of the aristocratic homes were 
broken into and rifled. The churches 
tid the cathedrals were robbed of 
their pews .and pulpits, and turned 
into (lance flails There the young 
men and young women would ca¬ 
rouse during the long hours of the 
night and day as though this awful 
London plague would never strike 
them They would dance and sing 
and blaspheme even while the driver 
of tho dead cart was wending his 
way through the deserted street 
ringing the bell and crying : "Bring 
out, bring out vour dead !" They 
would luugh and sing and blaspheme 
oven when one of the dancers would 
drop at their feet with the fatal 
mark of death on his brow. They 
would laugh and sing and blaspheme 
even while they were throwimr the 


[Jordan. There he would have plenty 
of room. The river was so wide and 
deep that Naaman could wade into 
it up to hie thighs, hie shoulders, 
his chin. He could dip into It again 
and again and again. So to-day, at 
with Naaman, I would bid you who 
are covered with the scales of lep¬ 
rosy, to wade down into the river of 
life.

Jf you 
Know nothing about the disease, you 
may not worry about it. You may, 
for a long time, be imliuerent to 
Hie numbness. Then, some day 
when you are in a physician’s olllcc 
seeking advice for some other cause, 
you may turn to the doctor and say: 
•By the way, doctor, 1 have a very 
peculiar something the matter with 
my hand. 11 does not hurt me, but 
it is numb in one place."

, STICK TO DAIRYING. 

Those who have engaged in the 
woj^t of dairying know very well 
that it confines them very closely. 
The cows have to oe milked twice 
a day, come what will. During re¬ 
cent years those who have gone 
through the hum-drum of dairying- 
have found a rich reward in tho 
•plendid returns that have been 
reached. So large relatively have 
been these returns that some of them 
have been inclined to conclude that 
they were ‘in the swim' as compar¬ 
ed with the growers of beef. How¬ 
ever, in this respect, the times have 
changed. Seven cents a pound for 
beef is certainly richly remunerative 
to those who grow it on correct 
lines. While meat making also is a 
very confining business, it is not so 
to the same extent as dairying. 
True, during tho finishing season, 
cattle must be fed at least twice a 
day, and otherwise cared for ; but 
in the summer the animals require 
little attention relatively, when 
compared with thoso kept. In the 
dairy. The temptation, therefore, is 
very strong becauso of this, in some 
quarters at least, to swing over 
from 

DAIRYING TO BEEF GROWING. 
With reference to the wisdom of do¬ 
ing so, ordinarily at leust, our an¬ 
swer is reudy. It is this : Dairymen 
don’t think of making such a change 
unless you can give the best of rea¬ 
sons for so doing. Your business 
has already been mastered by you. 
You have mude it a succors. Then 
let other business alone, as tho out¬ 
look for tho future of dairying is 
also bright. If you tuke up beef 
growing you will probably have to 
take up a comparatively new line of 
work, so that now you will have to 
practice at it some time before you 
are completely successful. No one 
ran be assured that a few years 
henco tho price of beef will rule any¬ 
thing as high on an average as they 
are at the present time. Wc have 
for a long time held to the idea that 
| tho trend of prices on the whole is 
I upward rather than downward, not- 
| withstanding great depression may 
, be in store for us in many lines be- 
j fore many years go by. When de¬ 
pression comes, beef growers are on 
j the whole likely to .suffer more than 
tho producers of milk, since milk is 
an article of daily use, which every 
farmer must ha^ more or less of. 
Again, we say therefore, dairymen 
make no change in your line of 
work, unless you arc absolutely sat¬ 
isfied that the reasons arc sufficient 
which would load to the change. 

ABOUT ODORS. 

Tho power of absorbing odors is 
one possessed in a marked degree by 
milk. If, f r instance, we leave a 
bowl of milk in the neighborhood of 
an uncorked bottle of sewage water, 
we should find in a very few hours 
that tho inilk was considerably af¬ 
fected thereby. Tests have been car¬ 
ried out in which milk has been 
placed near various strong-scented 
substances, and at the end of eight 
hours tho odors could, more or less, 
be distinguished in tho milk. The 
odors of turpentine, onions, tobacco 
smoke and rotten fish were strong¬ 
ly absorbed ; those of musk and 
camphor only to n slight extent. 
This shows how important it is 
that milk should be kept among

England’• Latest Grand Old Man Will Spend the Rest of 
His Days in Studying Eleotrloity and Chemistry. 
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Lord Salisbury will spend the rest 
Of his days at Hatfield House, the 
home of tho groat Cecil family. Hutr 
field House, tho noblest country seat 
in England, is but half an hour's 
Journey from London, in a northerly 
direction. The great wrought-iron 
gateways of the Salisbury estate 
face tho railway station. Hatfield 
House itself is but five minutes' walk 
from the railway platform. 

Lord Salisbury has long been de¬ 
sirous of leading a life of retire¬ 
ment. Eight years ago ho bocame 
so absorbed in his privato chemical 
experiments and the study of elec¬ 
tricity at Hatfield House that he re¬ 
fused to go to London, except on the 
most urgent parliamentary business. 

Since tho death of his wife, three 
years ago, Lord Salisbury has be¬ 
come moro solf-centred than ever. 
He has dropped from his visiting 
list many of his most intimate 
friends, and Hatfield House has be¬ 
come a solemn cloister. 

Lord Salisbury's study on tho sec¬ 
ond floor of the great, rambling 
house has been turned into a chemi¬ 
cal laboratory. Hero tho cx-Prime 
Minister spends many hours each 
day, going over chemical reactions, 
and working with test-tube and re¬ 
tort. Glassware of every descrip¬ 
tion litters up tho room, and ho is 
never more at peace with himself and 
the rest of tho world than when 
working out a chemical problom. 

Tho only real recreution now tak¬ 
en by Lord Salisbury is an early 
morning spin on bis tricycle. Ho 
seldom leaves the grounds surround- , 


THE SFLEND1D ARMORY.

bowl of milk in the neighborhood of 
an uncorked bottle of sewage water, 
we should find in a very few hours 
that the milk was considerably af¬ 
fected thereby. Tests have been car¬ 
ried out in which milk has been 
placed neur various strong-scented 
substances, and at the end of eight 
hours the odors could, more or less, 
be distinguished in the milk. The 
odors of turpentine, onions, tobacco 
smoke and rotten fish were strong¬ 
ly absorbed ; those of musk and 
camphor only to n slight extent. 
This shows how important it is 
that milk should be kept among 
clean and fresh surroundings. and 
this point should be kept in mind 
by both producers and consumers. 
Aliik should never be kept in the 
bedrooms of sick persons, and milk 
should never be drunk which hus 
been near anyone Buffering from in¬ 
fectious disease. It Is a well known 
fact that the food consumed by the 
cows hus un influence not only upon 
the composition of the milk, but 
upon its taste and odors. Jt np- 
peurs, moreover, that the milk in 
the udder enn never be ufTocted if 
the cows breathe an atmosphere 
charged with odorous particles of 
disagreeable smelling gases. The 
odor of carbolic acid quickly affect^ 
the flavor of the milk, and-even also 
the flesh of the animal. Hence it is 
advisable, when houses have been 
disinfected with this acid, not to al¬ 
low therein any milch -c» ws or ani¬ 
mals shortly to be butchered until 
the smell has entirely passed off. 
If cows arc kept in stables recently 
washed with carbolic acid, their 
milk either raw or cooked will have 
a most disagreeable flavor. In short 
wo must supply milking stock with 
plefnty of food and pure fresh air, 
an i be careful that the houses and 
surroundings arc kept perfectly 
clean. 

CLOVFU AS AN EGG PRODUCER. 

Experience has demonstrated the 
value of clover for egg-producing 
time and again. Clover has just the 
material in it to form eggshell, and 
hence it becomes an exsentiul part 
of every rut ion fed to the chickens. 
It may not be generally understood 
that there are nearly thirty pounds 
of lime contained in each 1,000 
pounds of clover. The chickens fed 
daily with clover will consequently 
prow* heller egg-layers than those 
denied it. The clover hay should lx.* 
given to chickens in the winter in 
quantities suflicient to xutbfv them, 
and to make t.h"»n eat more it is 
desirable sometimes to prepare it in 
vuiious ways. Cook and chop it up, 
unci mix it with ineul or other arti¬ 
cles. This will sometime* induce th j 
heirs to consume a great amount of 
clo\er every day. Cut up into short 
.lengths and mixed with warm mash 
and lion fed only as fast as the 
c hirke. s will clean it up each day, 
is probably the most economical 
way to feed the clover. Some cut 
the second crop of clover and place 
it in the poultry yard for the chick¬ 
ens to eat and scratch over at 
pleasure. This of itself is, ail light, 
but it Is rather wasteful. More 
than half of the clover will be lost, 
and the chickens do not actually eat 
much more than the leaves. * The 
stalks contain most of the lime, and 
these should be prepared so the 
chickens will consume them. Of all 
foods that can ho raised on a farm 
for poultry clover Is not only the 
best, but probablynho cheapest, and 
a Held of it is as c-vsentiul to wiccess 
us a pasture field is necessary to the 
success of dairying.

ONCE A LITERARY MAN. 

Having had to make his living by 
writing, Lord Salisbury holds liter¬ 
ature to be a most distasteful pur¬ 
suit. Outside of chemistry and tho 
study of physics, Lord Salisbury 
cares little for mental work. The 
burdens of state have weighed heav¬ 
ily upon him, and he assumed them 
only at the earnest solicitation of 
the lute (Jueen Victoria. 

No one can blame Lord Salisbury 
for wishing to retire from public 
life to such a place ns Hatfield. The 
history of this famous family seat 
is closely woven with that of Eng¬ 
land itself. In the Doomsday Book 
survey, dated 1086, Hatfield as men¬ 
tioned as containing enough land for 
40 hides, meaning from 3,000 to 5,- 
000 acres, and "pennage for 2,000 
hogs." »So, even at this early date, 
the estate was a very considerable 
one. 

King Henry VIII. coveted Hatfield 
House, which was really a palatini 
residence, anil when Thomas Good¬ 
rich became Bishop of Ely, Henry, 
in characteristic fashion, insisted on 
the bishop exchanging Ilatficld for 
some tracts of land in the North of 
England. Thus did Hatfield become 
crown lund. Hero Princess Eliza¬ 
beth was educated, studying under 
Roger Ascham. Elizabeth lived at 
Hatfield in close seclusior. until the 
death of her sister, Mar/. 

TIIE FAMOUS OAK TREE. 

Elizabeth was standing under the 
old oak ti-ee to-day shown near Hat¬ 
field House when the announcement 
was made to her that she was 
Queen of England. The tree is 
much venerated ir. England und is 
called “Elizabeth’s oak." At llat- 
i eld House to-day one may see un¬ 
der a glass case the garden hut 
which Queen Elizabeth wore on this 
occasion. 

Hatfield House came into the pos¬ 
session of the (Cecils in this manner: 

>\li n James 1. was on route from 
Scotland to London he stopped nt 
the country estate of Sir Robert 
Cecil at Theobalds. He admired 
the estate so much that he offered to 
exchange Hatfield (crown land) for 
ill* Cecil citato ut Theobalds. The 
bargain was made, and from that 
• ay to this the great Hutlicld estate 
ha- been in the Cecil family. 

Sir Robert Cecil, the first Lord 
Salisbury, the f-oc-ond son of tho 
great Lord l|urleigh, built the pro- 
sent Hatfield House. He was Ids 
own architect and sj>£nt $35,000 on 
the mansion. The house was com¬ 
pleted in 1611. though since that 
time the place has been practically 
buiit over. The palace formerly oc¬ 
cupied by the bishops and Queen 
Elizabeth is now used for stables. 

When Queen Elizabeth was living 
at Hatfield sho caused her family 
tree to bo prepared. It is shown to- 
duy at Ilatficld on a long scroll of 
parchment, which luis two handles 
for unrolling. In this strange pedi¬ 
gree Elizabeth traces her descent di¬ 
rectly from Adam and Eve, Helen 
of Troy, mythical King Arthur and 
other weird characters. 

In a room on tho second floor of 
Hatfield House one may see tho 
cradle in which Queen Elizabeth 
was rocked when a baby. Tho cradle 
has on it tho initials "A. R.," 
which stand for Anno, Regina." This 
Queen was Anne Boleyn, one of 
Henry VIII.'* unfortunate wives,;,

Twenty 
years ago lie installed his own elec¬ 
tric light system, planning out tbo 
connections and fitting them up him¬ 
self, unassisted. The whole of Hat¬ 
field House is row electrically light¬ 
ed, Lord Salisbury personally put¬ 
ting in tho installation. 

One room fitted up by him at 
great expense is very striking. It is 
on the second floor just above the 
armory. Tho coiling of this room 
has been entirely overlaid with pura 
gold leaf, the leaf alone costing 
$8,000. Tho electric lights of this 
room are imbedded in the ceiling and 
wails. When tho lights are turned 
on a beautiful greenish yellow light 
fills tho room and gives n unique 
effect. 

HOW THE STATESMAN LIVES. 

Thus surrounded by reminders of 
the glorious past, Lord Salisbury 
has chosen one of the most suitably 
places in the world in which to 
round out his splendid career. Lord 
Salisbury was born at Hatfield 74 
j years ago. He Is passionately at* 
•tuchcd to the place, und has spent 
vast sums of money on Improve¬ 
ments in recent years, 
j Lord Salisbury is devotedly ut- 
jtnehed to his little grandchildren, 
who reside at Hatfield House. Siue« 
the death of Lady Salisbury, thn*« 
'years ago, the society of his dangle 
ters and grandchildren has absorbed 
ull of Salisbury's family affection. 
Ilis sons, all of whom occupy im¬ 
portant Government positions. lnv« 
little time to spend ut. the country 
seat of tho Cecil family, but Lord 
Salisbury’s daughters look after tin 
aged cx-Prcinicr with tcuder *.»lhl- 
tudo.

PIKE AND MU8K ELLUNQE.

In the muskellunge the npper half of 
cheek and gill cover is scaled, the 
lower half being naked. The pike has 
a gill cover scaled like the 'lunge’s, 
but the entire cheek Is scaled.

Young muskellpnge are distinctly 
spotted with blackish on a greenish or 
grayish ground.

Again I have seen fine flsh of a nonde¬ 
script tint, as like that of an old, dry 
rubber boot as anything I can think of.

FARMERS MUST PAY. 

Important Judgment in an Adver¬ 
tising Test Case. 

A despatch from Toronto says: 
Judge Morgan has given out a de¬ 
cision in a test case which renders 
some 1,800 farmers liable for a sum 
in the neighborhood of $150,000. 
The cmc was a suit brought by W. 
B. Russell, a civil engineer of Pem¬ 
broke, against Henry A. Sohoe, a 
former of Norwich, Oxford County. 
The claim upon which Russell 
brought suit was assigned to him by 
J. J. Daly in 1897. Mr. Daly pub¬ 
lished in Toronto The Canadian 
Farm Advertiser, and advertised a 
number of farms for sale. The ad¬ 
vertisements were to cost 2$ per 
cent. of the sale price, or, if not 
sold, of the advertised price. The 
contract called for three yeurs' ad¬ 
vertising unless a sale resulted bo- 
I fore that time. Payment was to 
I be due whether the farm was sold 
, or not, and whether such sale re¬ 
sulted from the advertisement or 
not. Daly subsequently obtained 
j loans on these contracts, and as¬ 
signed the Cohoe claim to Mr. Rus¬ 
sell in return for a loan. The de¬ 
fence claimed that the payment was 
only due in case of sale. 

Judge Morgan decided tlmL there 
was no evidence of fraud. and that 
the claim was proven, and he gave 
judgment for the plaintiff for the 
sum of $80. with interest and the 
1 cost of the suit, such sum, interest 
[and costs, to be declared a charge 
I on the defendant's lands, in the 
agreement mentioned, with the right 
to plaintiff for n sale of the said 
j lands in default of payment.

CLOCKS OP TH E PA8T. 

Tk*y W«n V»rr Different Freni 

Modern Time Telling Machines. 

The word clock, derived from the 
French gloche, German glocke, signi¬ 
fies a bell, and up to the fourteenth 
century it was only used to designate 
a bell which was struck at certain pe¬ 
riods of time indicated by the hour¬ 
glass. Sundials, or “gnomons,” wers 
the first instruments used in measur¬ 
ing time, and there is but little doubt 
that the long granite pillars which wo 
call obelisks wore used by the Egyp¬ 
tians, if not as actual sundial hands, 
at least for some astronomical obser¬ 
vations of the movement of the sun. 

Clepsydras, or water clocks, and sand 
clocks come next in order. The flow 
of sand through a small orifice is an 
accurate method of measuring time, 
for the exit of the sand Is always reg¬ 
ular, but water is influenced by the 
laws of hydrostatics—when the vase is 
full the water runs out faster than 
when it is nearly empty. Candle clocks 
or tapers on which were colored bands 
indicating how much was consumed In 
a certain time were also used, and 
their invention is attributed to Alfred 
the Great; but this method is even 
more susceptible to error than tlio pre¬ 
vious ones.- 


Leva Can't Stand It. 

The leg has Its own woes, to which 
it fails heir from the legacies of exer¬ 
cise.

Tucking the 
clock under one arm and the ladder 
under the other, he passed out unchal¬ 
lenged, every one present regarding 
him as a coolie sent to remove the 
clock for the purpose of cleaning it 
Several dnys passed and, the clock not 
being returned, the magistrate report¬ 
ed tho delay to tho public works de¬ 
partment The P. W. D. knew nothing 
whatever about it, and neither clock 
nor coolie was ever heard of again.

BREEDING DAIRY COWS FOR 
PRODUCTION.' 

Function of the dairy cow. It is 
s-carcely necessary to say that the pro¬ 
duction of milk is the greatest function 
of the dairy cow\ The economical 
production of large quantities of milk, 
butter or cheese, determines the value 
of the cow, and the best efforts of 
bre« ders of dairy stock should always 
he directed towards this goal. If tho 
• fairy cow does not yield a profitable 
flow of miik, she ceases to have auy 
reason for existence. Beefing quali¬ 
ties are of comparatively little im- 
poitauce, except in cates when a good 
i.ow loses the use of a portion of her 
udder, or iu some way becomes unde- 
siruble as a milker. — 

Fancy Points. It naturally follows 
that to secure the best practical ie- 
*uits, little attention should be paid to 
w hat are commonly spoken of as fancy 
points. It is only in very exceptional 
casev that color of the hair, size and 
contour of tho horns, graceful carriage 
and conical teats, can make any possi 
ble difference in the actual value of a 
cow, yet these and many other equally 
useless fancy points are livid in high 
este m by many breeders and judges. 
Beauty of form and breed type are 
always desirable and breeders may 
well endeavor to combine these in as 
great a degree as possible with capaci¬ 
ty at the pail, but the latter must ever 
remain the first consideration. 

Points Indicating Production. The 
fk-ht groat essential point to be sought 
in the dairy cow is constitution, with¬ 
out w’hich she cannot stand the strain 
)[ many years’ heavy feeding and 
milking. The wide chest, good heart- 
girth, and general appearance! of vigor 

e the chief indications of constitu¬ 
tion. Other points largely indicative 
of production are—a wide strong 
muzzie; a comparatively open back- 
lone or chine, indicating a tendency 
to make milk rather than fat; a ca¬ 
pacious barrel, capablo cf making use 
of large quantities of feed, and a 
roomy, well-shaped udder, with largo 
mammary veins and milk-wells. A 
well known Canadian breeder has 
ersely summarized the^e qualifications 
u tho words —a big mouth, a big 
belly, and a big bag. 

Tested Ancestors. Experienced men 
aro able to select good cows with a 

asonable amount of certainty, but 
the most expert dairy judge is laigoly 
at sea when he attempts to seh ct a 
good bull by appearance alone. When 
we come to tlie question of taising 
good cows, wo find that the only mad 
to success is in breeding fioni cows ol 
known capacity and from bulls wlio^e 
ft male ancestors h ive also been tested 
for merit at the pail and chum. It is 
almost imperative that a good bull 
.’should be hacked by a considerable

Advanced .Registry. About twenty 
years ago some of the prominent 
American breeders of Holsteiu-Friesian 
cattle, impressed with tho importance 
id the above question, started what is 
kr.own as “vfficial testing.” Uuder 
this plan all tests made are directly 
supervised by a capable dairyman sent 
as a represtmtative of an experiment 
station or agriculturol college, who 
sees the cows milked, weighs the milk, 
and tests same in 'duplicate with the 
Babcock tester. The correctness of 
these tests must he sworn to by all 
concerned in conducting them. Tht 
system has now been adopted by the 
Guernsey, Ayrshire, and Jersey Asso- 
ciations of thp United States, but in 
Canada only the Holstein-Friesian 
bircdeis have recognized the import¬ 
ance of the movement. They have 
u cent ly establish'd a ‘‘record of 
merit”, in which a cow may be enter til 
only after making an official test for 
induction of butter-fat. The stan¬ 
dard requires that a two-year-old 
heifer shall produce in seven days at 
least eight pounds of butter-fat, u 
three-year-old heifer ten pounds, a 
four-year-old cow eleven and a hall 
pounds, and a mature cow thirteen 
pounds. This is tho highest standard 
adopted by any association and it 
w.ll doubtless have a very beneficial 
effect on tho buttur producing qualities 
of the lined in Canada, Vbbtr brmnl- 
ers of daiiy cattle might Weil take up 
this matter also.

The policy of municipal ownership 
and operation of street railways is 
making rapid progress in the. Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom. Out of 218 undertak- 
i ings, wifti a total mileage of 1,807 
i about 100, with a milengp .of 689, 
j belong to tho local authorities. The 
tramways, owned by Birmingham, 
(Edinburgh, Oldham, and twenty- 
four other towns, arc leased, but tho 
, tendency is tqwnrd municipal opera- 
: lion. Dirmingham is a good ex¬ 
ample of profitable leasing, but the j 
! corporation has decided to munici¬ 
palize the service as the leases fall j 
in. Edinburgh, with total rentals 
of £57.660. has a surplus profit of 
£5,280 uftcr sinking fund payments, i 
but is having trouble with the com- j 
panics. 

Tramways arc operated as well ns 
owned bv forty-one municipalities, 
and, as nearly all own their electric 
lighting supply, the introduction of 
electric traction is proceeding eco¬ 
nomically.

BLACK FOIffi PAY WELL 

FOX FARM IN MAINE YIELDS 
A BIG REVENUE. 

More Profitable Than Grain — 
Skins Are Worth Fabulous 
Prices. 

Elijah Norton, of Bangor, Mo. # 
finds foxes a more profitable crop 
than potatoes or hay, and so he 
long ago quit planting and hoeing 
and mowing, and is now devoting 
his entires attention * to raising the 
sharp-eyed and bushy-tailed little 
animals, whose fur Is in.great de- j 
maud always and ^everywhere. WhorfH 
Norton began raising foxes it was. 
an exj>eriment; now he has the busi¬ 
ness established on a highly profita¬ 
ble basis, und his sunny hillside 
farm on the banks of the Piscataquis 
is known as the best paying piece of 
land in Maine. 

The Norton fox farm is not tho 
first in Maine, for foxes had been 
successfully bred by a mun in Heron 
Island, Boot.*»bay Harbor, for years 
before tho Dover enterprise was 
thought of. 

When Norton got ready to go in¬ 
to the fox business he visited the 
Heron Island farm, und one on 
Prince Edward Island, in the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence, to get points, anil al¬ 
so to buy some breeding stock. Then 
ho started in to beat the original 
fox farmers, and he has succeeded. 

Being an old hunter, and'knowing 
the ways of foxes, Norton at the 
outset recognized the fact that to ^ 
be healthy, and thus profitable, his 
stock must bo contented, and to in¬ 
sure that happy condition he so con¬ 
structed and arranged his inclosuro 
as to dispel the idea of captivity — 
which foxes cannot endure. Ho built 
n fence U> feet high, o', a heavy and 
specially woven wire, to keep tho 
foxes in anil to keep other animals 
out. Six inclosures thus formed 
covered about one und a half acres 
of ground, and in each of them is a 
kennel, built of wood and set deep 
Into tho earth, serving as a nursery 
and as a den for the foxes in win¬ 
ter. 

FENCING THE FARM. 

At first a few of the foxes escaped 
by burrowing down undor the fence, 
but Norton stopped IfeAs by currying 
the wire down four to eight feet to 
the solid ledge. The whole farm 
has been allowed to grow up with 
rank grass and weeds, so that it. re¬ 
sembles the native haunts of the fox 
in the wililwood, and Norton's stock 
does not seem to realize that it is 
living in captivity. A stranger vis¬ 
iting tho place sees at first only a 
rank growth of woods and under¬ 
brush, the foxes all scurrying to 
cover at his approach, but on lookig 
closely one may detect hero and 
there a pair of bright eyes pooping 
out at him from the tangle. The 
Norton foxes are as wary and alert, 
as ever their ancestors were in the 
wilds of Maine, Ohio and Alaska, 
from nil of which regions the colony 
has been recruited. 

On tho farm arc common red fox<\s 
from the woods of Maine; blue foxes 
from Alaska, silver grays from 
Prince Edward Island, and blacks 
from Ohio. The rods are the com¬ 
monest and least valued of foxes; 
blues are wortli more; but the silver 
grays and blucks arc tho aristo¬ 
crats. As a matter of fact. i lie 
black and the silver gray are tho 
same breed, a silver gray being a 
black with a sprinkling of gray 
hairs. The black fox pelt is among 
tho most valuable of furs, fine speci¬ 
mens frequently bringing $300 to 
$000, while in severul instances as 
high as SI,000 to $1,200 has been 
paid.

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PICKLE RECIPES. 

Only the best elder vinegar should 
kfl used for making pickles, and only 
grunite or * porcelain-lined kettles 
should he employed in making them. 
It is a little early for the small cu¬ 
cumbers, but they can always bo 
^obtained from the market or grocery 
for the usktng, as the farmer is 
often ^ery anxious to pick a few 
pocks or more from his heavily 
laden vines. In fuel, pro\idcnt 
housewives always procure their \ery 
small cucumbers in this way. 

Huve the cucumbers of even size, 
rub them smooth with the cloth and 
place them in brine strong enough 
to float an egg. They will keep in 
the brine until wanted to picfkle if 
desired. Soak the cucumbers in wa¬ 
ter for two days after taking them 
from the brine, changing the water 
once and then sculd in vinegur or 
pour the boiling vinegar over them 
and let them stand in it two days 
before using. Put in each two quarts 
of vinegar, an ounce of popper corns, 
a hulf ounce each of mustard seed 
and mttco, a piece of horse-radish, a 
lump of alum tnc size of a hazel 
nut a nd a half cupful of sugar. 
m Moil them together for ten min- 
^i:ten before straining over the cu¬ 
cumbers. One pound of sugar mu.v 
be added to the vinegar if sweet 
picUles ure desired 

Sweet Tomato Pickle.—One peck of 
fzreen tomatoes and six large onions 
Heed Sprinkle with one cupful of 
s.Jt. and let them stand over night;

MAKING VP RAG CARPET. 

A correspondent telle how she 
managed to prevent ravelling in 
making up a rag carpet, and found 
it more convenient than the old 
way. She says : 

Heretofore we always carefully 
caught each chain with needle and 
strong thread, each side of a meas¬ 
ured length, before we cut the car¬ 
pet; this was a slow, tiresome pre¬ 
paration, but the carpet had a 
smooth edge that would not ravel; 
this time we caught the chains Jusrt 
as effectually, and with greater ease, 
to say nothing of speed, by sewing 
across on the machine. We measured 
a length to be cut, marked it care¬ 
fully, rolled the width tightly up to 
the mark, slipped the roll under the 
machine arm and sewed across the 
width three times each side of the 
mark. Two stitchlngs were straight 
across each on one rag, but two 
rags between; one stitching was zig¬ 
zag from one row to the other. 
This set of stitching was done each 
side the mark. Perhaps less would 
have been done, but we wanted to 
be sure. With an assistant to hold 
up the end this work is euslly and 
very speedily done. We use No. 40, 
white thread; white because of the 

ease of seeing the stitches. When one 
length was cut off, another was 

measured, marked, stitched. then 

cut. and before wo knew it the car¬ 
pet was all in proper lengths, with 
an edge equal In selvage. We whii>- 
prd the lengths together with car¬ 
pel cTiain, but coarse spool thread 
Is ns good.

The purpose of washing coal is to 
free it as nearly ns practicable of all 
matter that reduces its heating cai- 
pacity, or has a detrimental effect 
upon the inetal produced with such 
coal, or with coke made from such 
coal.

DEADLY COD TRAPS. 

Fisheries Said to Be in Danger of 
Serious Injury. 

Some anxiety is felt concerning the 
future of tho fisheries of Newfound¬ 
land, in which more thun five-sixths 
of the adult male population of the 
island are employed in one way or 
unother. Tho danger is altogether 
due to the system of cod traps which 
is allowed along the shores. 

It is said by those who have studi¬ 
ed the problem scientifically that 
these traps should never have been 
allowed and that the great destruc¬ 
tion of young lish which results from 
their use will kill the industry before 
many years have elapsed. It is now 
some fifteen years since tho traps 
were introduced und they have al¬ 
most entirely superseded the old me¬ 
thod of hook and line in taking cod. 

The law requires the meshes of 
these traps to be four inches in di¬ 
ameter. but they arc often much 
smaller and as a consequence kill a 
large quantity of Minull finh, many 
’of which are unmarketable. It is 
this destruction of immense numbers 
of immature fish thut is the prin¬ 
cipal objection to the traps. 

They are also utterly destroying 
the salmon fishery. The salmon nets 
have a mesh of from five to six 
inches, which easily lets through the 
small saimon of about four pounds 
that abound upon these coasts, while 
the cod traps scoop them all up, 
sometimes as many as 800 salmon 
being caught at one sweep of u cod 
trap. 

It is declared that the only way to 
suve the colony is to return it to 
hook-and-line fishing for cod and to 
abolish the traps, and also the bul- 
loes. or lines which lie on the bot¬ 
tom and kill the mother fish.
